Why 
is physical exercise promoted as be- 
ing a good thing? 
Because it 'is all 
done to 
have 
a 
conscience. 
But 
someone 
will ask. What 
is a con- 
sceince? It is a distinct faculty, or 
one among othev faculties. 
Iroes it 
begin to work at birth or at tie per- 
iod of adolescence? There are eyes 
that see. out, and gaze unto the beau- 
tiful rivers, lumber, buildings, or any- 
thing that is visible. Then there is 
another eye, an eye inside the human 
form, that acts as a guage to register 
character. We all have 
such eyes.

Time 
is short 
and rapid 
choice 
is 
necessary. 
A 
professor 


once said that between the age of 
twenty and thirty 
years, habits arc 


formed, but I believe that habits can 
be formed at any age. Train your 
conscience 
to 
habitual 
accuracy. 
Make your 
conscience 
an ally and, 
not an enemy to yourself. How can 
we possess a good conscience? Daily 
prayer, is the first important factor, 
i believe. 
Searching of God's word 
is another. 
Habit of kindness and 
good 
cheer 
is 
another. 
.All 
this 
leads up to the greatest garno today, 
brought about as the result of hard 
and consistent training. 
Our coaclf 
is our 
conscience 
and vice versa. 
Conscience 
is the 
greatest 
o£ all 
arts. Let it be our life's major and 
highest 
graduation. 
But before all 
this is done, before a conscience can 
well be formed and established, there 
is a question to be solved, by tho In- 
dividual. 
That is, put your question 
to God. Do not leave it to vourself. 
Many people dislike to be criticized 
They say they are their own boss, 
and will dictate as they please.

Question—Will you please tell me 


if you think that wood or coal ashes 
are good to put on a garden and for 
potatoes 'arid sweet'corn. Could tli« 
ashes be put on this fall, winter, and 
spring? 
.

Answer—Coal ashes are of no use 
in the soil that is, in ordinary soils, 
and in sandy 'soil, they would be .a 
detriment as they would make it 
hard. 
Wood ashes on the contrary 
are good for the garden and would 
be a benefit to the soil for raising 
corn and potatoes, containing as they 
do potash phosphoric acid and lime. 
They may be applied at any time 
during the fall, winter and spring 
before putting in the garden. 
Unless 
applied 
as 
they 
accumulate 
they 
should 
be 
kept 
under 
cover 
to 
prevent haching, as in that case 
most of the potash is removed. Coal 
ashes may he used on drive ways and 
paths to advantage also in the barn 
yard. 


Question—What 
elements 
neces- 
sary for plant :growth"' are likely to; 
be lacking in soils and wliat-'coni-' 
mercial fertilizers are used to supply 
the lack? 
A. L. M. 


Ans.—There are 10 food elements, 
carbon, oxygen, hydrogen, nitrogen, 
potassuim, phosphorus, magnesuim, 
calsium, iron and sluphur. All .these 
exist in different proportions in dif- 
ferent soils, and 
all but three of 
them 
in duch abundance that all 
plant needs are supplied without any 
concern on the part 'of" the farm. 
The three elements likely to be lack- 
ing are nitrogen, 
phosphorus, and 
potassium, 
or 
perhaps 
to state it 
more exactly, they are likely to be 
available to the plant, for in order to 
be of any use to the farmer, the- food 
elements contained in the soil .-must 
exist in such a form that the plant i 
can makexuse of them. 
The great 
source of nitrogen is the air. But 
the plants are unable to take it from 
the 
air 
above 
the 
ground. 
As 
nitrogen is the most expensive of the 
.commercial fertilizers, costing about 
IS' cents per pound, • the most • ecp-' 
npmical way to get this is by getting 
it from the air, and in such form that 
the crops may 
make 
use 
of it. 
Certain plants known as legumes,: 
peas; beans, clover, and alfalfa have 
in little nodules on their roots certain 
bacteria which have 
the power of 
taking nitrogen from 
the 
air 
and 
transforming it into organic (iportum) 
nitrogen. 
It is now well known that 
the growth of legiminuous crops adds 
nitrogen to- the-.soil, hence , a good! 
way .to .supply, the: lack of nitrogen is1 


by sowing some legume and plowing 
it under. 
This is more economical 
than to pay the high price for the 
commercial 
fertilizer. 
There 
are 
three chief 
commercial sources of 
phosphorous . fertilizers. 
(1) 
Bones 
on animals killed at the stock yords. 
(2) 
Mineral 
deposits. 
(3) 
Basic 
slag from furnaces in which iron ores 
containing phosphorus are reduced. 
Of these the second in the form of 
rock phosphate is probably the most 
economical for use in this vicinity. 
The chief fertilizing materials carry- 
ing, potash are 
barn-yard manure, 
muriate of potash, sulfate of potash, 
kainit, and wood ashes. Nearly all 
the potash used in America is postas- 
sium chlorid, which is manufactured 
from kainit, which is mined in Ger 
many. 
Sulfate 
of 
potash 
is 
also 
manufactured from Kainit, but costs 
more than the nuriate, but can be 
used 
where the. nuriate 
is 
not 
desirable as in the case of sugar 
beets and "tobacco. Within the last 
few 
years 
however, 
congress 
has 
taken steps'to .find'out if the United 
States could not become independent 
of the German supply of potash and 
as 
result 
has • discovered 
several 
sources 
of potash within its own 
borders sufficient to supply its pres- 
ent and prospective needs. 
Fortun- 
ately our farms are not 
much- de- 


pendent upon 
these 
fertilizers 
as 
barn yard manure is the great source 
of the supply of potash and on most 
farms is easily obtainable. 
One of 
the reason why dairy farming is so 
profitable is that plant food taken 
from the soil is returned to it in the 
manure, i This question of soil fertil- 
ity is a most important one and one 
that lies at the foundation of good 
farming, hence it will repay much 
study.

is not a trace of the 
disease in the

the infected animals were responding 
speedily to treatment. 
For the first time In 49 years, since 
the organization of the yards, not a 
living co\r. steer or hoe; was in tiie 
inclosnre today. 
The last

animal was shot to death and buried 
in quick lime yesterday."" In all 1042 
animals, valued at $56,000 have been 
slain since ' the quarantine

control all roads that traverse the 
laud. They own the houses Jn which 
the minors live; the villages made up 
ot these miners; the school houses to 
which 
their 
children must go for 
mental training; the churches which 
minister 
to their spiritual needs; 
the stores from which they buy their 
clothing, food and other necessities; 
the postoffices where they get their 
mall, money orders and conduct their 
crude banking transactions. Every 
detail of mining life is under super- 
vision of the mine operators througn 
their power o£ ownership. In time of 
strike the mine operators have the 
gower. of eviction 
and have forced 
undreda of strikers and their fami- 
lies to seek shelter in tent colonies, 
with the constant danger of exposure. 
There can be no real freedom under 
such conditions of Industrial tyranny. 
Feudal Ownership, 
In addition 
to problems arising 
from feudal ownership of land, the 
mine operators have assumed police 
power. They 
employ armed mine 
guards to maintain their regulations 
and 
to guard 
mine property. In 
times of Industrial peace, the mine 
guards serve as police and prevent 
'undesirable' persona from 
trespass- 
ing upon the land of the mining com- 
panies. 
The elastic term Trespass 
has been interpreted 
to mean 
all 
manner of organizing activities. 
In 
times of industrial disputes the mine 
guards 
are 
increased 
and 
more 
heavily armed. These conditions be- 
get violence and industrial disputes 
in many of these districts are now 
practically civil war. 
Need Legltlatl.m. 
The use of armed troops by mine 
operators and the power resulting 
from ownership- «r large tracts of 
contiguous territory 
and the sub- 
version of civil government to mili- 
tary rule are some of the most 
serious of modern industrial prob- 
lems. We recommend and urge that 
the various state federations of labor 
endeavor to secure legislation pro- 
hibiting this brutal practice which is 
subversive of all industrial 
justice 
and freedom."

usual receptacles made use of soon 
freeze up tig-ht and the chickens are 
deprived of water. One miffht think 
that by placing warm water there 
it would remain in a liquid condition 
for a greater length of time, but this 
has proven to be a fallacy, for it is 
said that for some reason tho heated 
•water 
cools 
off 
and 
conceals aa 


quickly, if not more rapidly, than 


storekeepers' contribute to the sup 
port of the system, and thus far there

EXPECTED THE 
WAR 


Berlin, Nov. 8.—The Norddeutsche 


Allgemeine Zeitung publishes the fol- 
lowing letter of the principal of the 
German school in Antwerp, written 
from Wolfenbuettel: 
"Through 
Mrs. Friderich 
of our 
teaching staff,, who left-Antwerp only 
a few days 
ago, I learned that *1I 
rooms of the German school in Ant- 
werp, including those occupied by the 
principal, have been turned into bar- 
racks for tbe Belgian military. For 
this reason I wisn to call your at- 
tention to an occurrence which may 
not be .unimportant from a political 
Toward 
the 
middle or 
Belgian policeman, and in the 
beginning of July a Belgian officer 
appeared at the school (on both oc- 
casionsx during the 
principal's 
ab- 
sence) 'to inspect 
the scboolroomy. 


When asked for the reason 
the ex- 
planation was given 
on both occa- 


sions that the idea was- to ascertain 
how many soldiers could be quartered 
in the school-. 
On the second occa- 
sion it was declared tbat the school 
could accomodate one battalion and 
the staff of the regiment. 
Never dur- 
ing all these 
twelve 
and one-half 
years that I have had charge of this 
school has such a demand been made 
of the school as the one carried into 
effect 'now. It 
is noteworthy 
that 


these investigations occurred just be- 
fore the war broke out, from which it 
may be inferred 
that Belgium 
at 
that time was already figuring.on the 
war and on the using of schools as 
barracks.
